CLINTON, Mass.—Strike at the Lan- 
caster gingham mills, which has forced 
2300 persons out of work for nearly a 
month, was settled Friday, when the 
Weavers voted to accept the Board of 
Trade’s compromise proposition. 

Under this arrangement the strikers 
will return to work pending a decision 
by the supreme court on the question of 
fines, which has been the only obstacle 
in the way of settlement. More than 
two weeks ago the mill owners granted 
satisfactory increases in wages, but re- 
fused the demand of the strikers for 
abolition of the fines system.
